The  Madison  Coin  Club  plans  to  have 
a medal  struck  for  the  convention. 
It  will  show  the  outline  of  the 
state,  with  a star  locating  the 
capitol  city,  Madison.  Under  the 
state  outline  appears  the  date  1932 
representing  the  year  the  Madison 
club  was  founded,  making  it  the 
oldest  club  in  the  state. 

Wisconsin's  original  capitol  build- 
ing was  almost  completely  destroyed 
by  fire  in  1904  and  the  present 
structure  was  completed  in  1917  , 
and  houses  most  of  the  legislative 
offices,  including  the  Governor's 
office . 

The  statue  on  the  dome  represents 
our  state  motto,  "Forward,"  and  is, 
for  the  most  part  Bronze,  guilded 
partly  with  gold  leaf.  "Miss  For- 
ward" stands  15  feet  high  & weighs 
3 ton.
